Lee gives qualified support 
to Education of the Deaf Act 


The Education of the Deaf Act of 
1985 (EDA) “provides opportunity for 
a heightened level of visibility and new 
vigor to be placed at the disposal of 
the higher education community on 
behalf of deaf persons,” said President 
Jerry C. Lee before the Subcommittee 
on Select Education of the House 
Committee on Education and Labor on 
May 8. 


“Gallaudet College if privileged to be 
a part of this movement and sees its 
role in becoming designated as 
Gallaudet Univerity as highly supportive 
of the expanded mission and goals 
recently approved by the Board of 
Trustees,” said Dr. Lee, one of seven 
persons who testified on the EDA bill 
before the subcommittee chaired by 
Rep. Pat Williams (D-Mont.). 


While praising most of the legislation 
as either appropriate and/or helpful for 
the College, Dr. Lee suggested one 
significant change under Title IV re- 
garding the appointment of a project 
officer to oversee educational programs 
for deaf students. 


Dr. Lee stressed that added em- 
phasis on oversight mechanisms 
already in place—in the federal ad- 
ministration, Congress, the Board of 
Trustees, various accrediting bodies and 
numerous internal review and ad hoc 
committees, for example—would be 
preferred to new powers invested in 
the project officer. 


Dr. Lee also suggested a change in 
EDA language expressly forbidding

representation on the Commission on 
Education of the Deaf by persons cur- 
rently or recently connected with either 
Gallaudet or the National Technical In- 
stitute for the Deaf (NTID). 


He noted that persons connected 
with the two institutions have significant 
expertise in the education of deaf per- 
sons, making their exclusion from the 
commission “somewhat incongruous.”

‘University Week’ 
plans take shape 


A wide variety of special events, 
publications and exhibits are being 
planned for “University Week,” the Oc- 
tober 20-25 celebration of Gallaudet 
College becoming Gallaudet University. 

The planning is picking up both 
speed and specificity, despite the lack 
of assurance concerning when Con- 
gress will approve the Education of the 
Deaf Act that includes the provision for 
university status. 

“We’re hoping that the bill will be 
approved before Congress recesses this 
summer,’. said Doin Hicks, vice presi- 
dent for Institutional Research, Plan- 
ning and Evaluation and coordinator of 
the University Week celebration. “If the 
bill is not approved and signed by 
then, the celebration will most likely be 
postponed until next spring.” 


The Education of the Deaf Act was 
approved by the full Senate on Tues- 
day, May 6. The House Subcommittee 
on Select Education, chaired by Rep. 
Pat Williams (D-Mont.), heard testi- 
mony on the bill May 8. 


President Jerry C. Lee was among 
those who testified May 8, urging 
passage of the bill with several sug- 
gested changes unrelated to the univer- 
sity status provision. 

Observers at the hearing said there 
was unanimous support for designating 
the College as Gallaudet University. 
(See related story on the subcommittee 
hearing.) 

Staff, faculty, alumni and students 
are encouraged to mark their calendars 
in anticipation that University Week will 
be held as scheduled this fall. 

The special times to reserve are for 
the Thursday, Oct. 23 “Distinguished 
Lecture” for faculty and staff; the Fri- 
day, Oct. 24 Convocation, the formal 
celebration of university status; and the 
Saturday, Oct. 25 football homecoming 
game followed that evening by a gala 
ball for everyone at the Hyatt Regency 
Hotel on Capitol Hill.

Faculty, staff participate in workshops 
on substance abuse among deaf teens 


‘ With-It? Without It,” a National 
Academy series of eight workshops on 
strategies for prevention and treatment 
of substance abuse among deaf 
adolescents, was one of the most com- 
prehensive programs at the recent Sec- 
ond National Conference on the 
Habilitation and Rehabilitation of Deaf 
Adolescents in Oklahoma. 

The workshops, led by experts from 
throughout the country, focused on 
topics ranging from prevention to treat- 
ment to aftercare. The speakers also 
suggested ways to assist families, 
schools and communities that include 
chemically dependent hearing impaired 
adolescents. 

Corinne Jensema, coordinator of the 
National Academy’s Office of Training, 
organized the workshops in response to 
an initial request from the Maryland 
Task Force on Drug and Alcohol 
Abuse among the Deaf. 

Several College faculty and staff 
were among the 12 workshop 
presenters. Barbara Pollard, assistant 
professor of sociology and social work, 
was a co-presenter on the topic of 
“Therapeutic Techniques for Adoles- 
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cent Children of Chemically Dependent 
Families.” Dr. Pollard also assisted Dr. 
Jensema in developing the series of 
workshops. 

John Mihall, director of the Student 
Development Office; Emily Smith, staff 
psychologist in the Counseling Center; 
and Melanie Wilding, a student major- 
ing in psychology, discussed 
Gallaudet’s approach to combatting 
chemical dependency in “A Student 
Development Approach to Substance 
Abuse: Prevention/Education.” Part of 
Wilding’s travel expenses was paid by 
the Lioness Club of Vienna, Va. 

Films supplemented the workshop 
presentations. The National Academy 
had arranged with two commercial film 
companies, FilmFare and Durrin Films, 
to caption the prevention films, “Saying 
No to Drugs and Alcohol” and “Kevin's 
Story,” respectively. The films were 
well received at the conference and are 
now available for schools to use with 
deaf adolescents. 

The National Academy also main- 
tained an information table at the con- 
ference and provided participants with 
comprehensive packets of material that 
included reference and resource lists. 
These packets of material are available 
for purchase through the National 
Academy. 

Dr. Jensema said that the Office of 
Training is considering offering similar 
workshops to drug and alcohol clinics 
that want to improve their service to 
deaf adolescents.

The Board of Trustees and the 

Gallaudet College Alumni Association 
will both be meeting on campus that 
week. In addition, hundreds of 
dignitaries, including university 
presidents throughout the country, will 
be invited to the convocation. 


The historic occasion will also be 
marked with a variety of academic and 
athletic events for students and alumni 
in addition to special exhibits, publica- 
tions and mementos to be enjoyed by 
all. 


The proposed theme for the week, 
“A Celebration of Learning,” will be in- 
corporated into a special logo to be 
used on printed materials marking the 
event. 


Designers are also at work revising 
the college seal and flag to reflect 
university status. And Dr. Lee has an- 
nounced that all living graduates of the 
College—an estimated 8,000 alumni— 
will be sent new Gallaudet University 
diplomas.

which involved new wiring within and 
between all buildings on campus, is— 
rather remarkably—happening as 
scheduled months ago.

The old phone equipment will be 
picked up by AT&T beginning May 27. 
Because there are 1,500 of these old 
phones, the pick-up process is ex- 
pected to continue for about a week. 


Because of skyrocketing long- 
distance rates under the Federal 
Telecommunications System (FTS), 
the College is preparing invitations for 
companies to bid on providing the Col- 
lege’s long-distance service. 


In the meantime, the College is tem- 
porarily using AT&T as its long- 
distance service supplier. Campus long- 
distance usage will then be monitored 
in preparation for the invitations to bid. 


The College’s regular long-distance 
service provider is expected to be 
selected, and a contract signed, before 
the end of the year.

Despite such reservations, Dr. Lee 
concluded by affirming and supporting 
the bill. “Ascension to University status 
will be a singularly significant milestone 
in Gallaudet’s 122-year history,” he 
said. “Other provisions of the Act 
similarly are important to the education 
and well-being of our hearing impaired 
citizens.” 


Bruce M. Carnes, deputy 
undersecretary for planning, budget 
and evaluation at the U.S Department 
of Education, supported a proposed 
amendment to the EDA that would 
designate $1 million of Gallaudet’s and 
NTID’s annual federal appropriations as 
endowment grants. 


To receive the endowment funds, 
each institution would be required to 
raise matching funds from nonfederal 
sources. The proposed amendment 
would restrict expenditures through FY 
2007 to half of the endowment’s in- 
vestment income earned each year. 


Carnes also said he was “very con- 
cerned” that the EDA bill authorizes 6 
percent annual increases in Gallaudet’s 
and NTID’s federal funding through 
fiscal year 1991. “We believe that, at a 
time when we are all aiming to reduce 
the budget deficits substantially, these 
authorizations that increase twice as fast 
as inflation are excessive,” said Carnes. 


Also submitting testimony at the May 
8 subcommittee hearing were Rep. 
David Bonior (R-Mich.), Dr. William 
Castle (NTID president), Bob Lauritsen 
(St. Paul Technical Vocational In- 
stitute), Gary Olsen (NAD executive 
director) and Patricia Brown (American 
Society for Deaf Children).

Rare book exhibit 
open this Friday 


“The recorded history of deaf per- 
sons is almost exclusively a history of 
their education,” said archivist David 
de Lorenzo, outlining the deafness- 
related rare book collection in the 
Museum in Chapel Hall. 


The exhibit of 74 books gathered 
from international sources and dated 
between 1620 and 1876, will be open 
to the public on Commencement Day, 
May 23, from 1 to 5 p.m. 


According to de Lorenzo, Gallaudet’s 
collection of rare books on deafness 
began with the acquisition of Charles 
Baker’s private library of more than 
500 texts, periodicals, journals, 
treatises, reports and biographies on 
deafness, dating from 1546 to 1873.
